From 
Knox's headquarters there is less in- 
formation than from Magallesberg, 
and the fears of military men that 
something has gon wrong are not dis- 
pelle;l. The Scene of operatior.s 
against Dewet is, however, at a dis- 
tanct from the railway and communlia- 
tlons are slow. Defensive operations 
against the raiders who are roaming 
at w ill in the I)ut( h districts of Cape 
Colony are conducted on a large seale.
